— Before  her  marriage  to  Phillip  of  Spain,  Isabella  and  Don 
Carlos  were  in  love,  having  grown  up  from  childhood  together.  When 
she  became  Queen  for  reasons  of  State,  Rodrigo  advised  Don  Carlos  to 
have  Spain.
